CRISIS NOT NEW 
ONE TO BRITAIN 


This Her Third Great Strike 
Since End of War 


Country Went on Rations in 
‘Walkout of 1919 


Dukes Drove Trucks; Socie 


The present strike in England ts 
the third of the kind in that coun- 
try since the war. 

Threats of a general strike be- 
gan as early as January, 1919, but 
it wag. not until September 27 of 
that year that tke railroad men 
actually walked out and tied up 
the whole transportation system of 
the country. The strikers had the 
same leader, J. H. Thomas, who 
is their spokesman in the present 


crisis. 

Premier Lioyd George held the 
reins of government at that time 
and he, who had always been re- 
garded as the friend of labor, de- 
nounced the strike as a “class war 
—not for wages or better condi- 
tions. No strike was ever entered 
into so lightly or had less justifi- 


cation.” Thomag was quoted as 
“This is most successful 
up of ind ever recorded by 


not be transported, 
more were thrown out of work. 
Threats of sympathetic strikes on 
all sides kept the country anxious, 
but never actually materialized. 


COUNTRY ON RATIONS 


The War Ministry of Food was 
still in operation and owing to the 
difficulty of transporting food, the 
country went back to rations, and 
many thousands of yolunteers 
rushed to the ala of the govern- 
ment, every kind of vehicle being 
brought into use to transport food. 

But this condition lasted a bare 
two days. Some strikers returned 
to work. and these, augmented by 
thousands of volunteer citizens, 
had a “modified service In opera- 
tion on all lines® by September 29. 
During this time dukes drove 
trucks, earls unloaded perishable 
goods, society women, office girls, 
clerks handled fish for Billings- 
gate, and every put 
a shoulder to-the wheel. 

On the seventh day of the strike 
citizen guards were formed and 
armed against the strikers and on 
the ninth day the strike was de- 
eclared off. But not before a stnall 
concession at to the minimum 
wage was made—settied at 61 shil- 
lings a week as against the strik- 
ers’ demands of 60 shillings. 


STRIKE AGAINST 
A second great strike occurr 
in Cetober, 1920, when 1,000,000 
miners walked out. The dispute 
this time was against the coal mine 
owners’ stiggestion that if the wage 
scale was to be maintained there 
must be a larger output. On this 
occasion the men were accused of 
striking against the,advice of their 
leadera, and these leaders also ac- 
cused Premier Lioyd George of 
engineeri the gtrike to distract 
attention from conditions in Ire- 


land. 

England t* almost wholly de- 
pendent upon coal for fuel. Hence 
railroad trains could not run, fac- 
tories could not operate, ships 
could not sail and hundreds of 
theusands of workers were auto- 
matically thrown out of employ- 
ment and the same conditions ob- 
tained as though there had been a 
general strike. 

Emergency authority was given 
to all local bodies, and the House 
of Commons was recorded as 
“maintaining calm dignity. 
Throughout the first week, before 
the emergency methods began to 
work, there were threats of sym- 


rallroad men actually had called 
a strike for the following Sunday 
at idnight—about four 
hence. This warning made It pos- 
sible for the government make 
the fullest preparations fo meet 
the crisis, to enlist volunteers, and 
to prepare an emergency bill to 
rush through the House of Com- 
mong giving it full war-time pow- 
ers. This emerzency bill wag ac- 
tyally passed on October 27 after 

last vain conference had 
soprned. England was organized 
for a siege, under a complete mili- 
tary regime. 


MINERS REBADLOT. 

But instead of the threatened 
general etrike, the miners were 
persuaded to ballot again. They 
balloted on the mine owners’ of- 
fer to pay sixpence (12 cents) for 
any output of coal above a set min- 
imum but to make a reduction of 
sixpence when output was below 
that amount. The offer was ac- 
cepted and the strike wae over. 

One of the factors that averted 
the threatened general atrike of 
3920 was the repudiation by the 
miners of their own leaders, when 
these had arranged a last-minute 
basis of négotiations. The railroad 
workers and the dock workers, the 
other two-thirds of a “triple alli- 
ance,”” refused to strike under these 
conditions. There was another coal 
strike in 1971, Jasting twelve weeks. 

The “triple alliance” functioned 
again last July when it threatened 
another general strike, In sympa- 
thy again with the coal miners. 
Tt was admitted on all sides, even 
by the miners, that the mine own- 
ers could not pay the wages de- 
manded by the men. The difficul- 
ty was settled by a government 
subsidy of the coal-mining indus- 
try, which was to continue until 
the ist inst. The government re- 
fusal to continue this subsidy pre- 
cipitated the present miners’ strike. 

The coal] industry in Great Brit- 
ain has been suffering severely in 
the past few years. Domestic con- 
supmtion in 1924 was 4,000,000 
tons less than in 1913 and- export 
sales 20,000,000 tons less, a loss 
of business which inflicted great 
hardships on all concerned. 

The laber disturbances of 1919, 
1920 and 1921 were the most gse- 
rious in the history of Great Brit- 
ain, surpassing the great strikes of 
1912. In that year took place the 
first national coal strike; labor dis- 

tes had been regional before 
then. There had been brief strikes 
of transport workers, rallway 
workers and jute workers in 1911; 
in 1912 a strike of the Lancashire 
cotton workers was followed by 
one of the Clyde dockmen, this by 
a coal strike lasting two months 
which: cost $260,000,000 and  in- 
volved 400,000 men, and this by 
a strike of dockers and transport 
workers which affected principally 
the Port of London, and iasted 
most of the summer. But there

DUBIOUS OF OUTCOME

SULTAN OF | 
MOROCCO IN 
PEACE MOVE 


Gives Views to General 


in Effort to End Fighting 
of Riffian Troops 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS} 
FEX (French Morocco) May 38. 

The Sultan of Morocco, Mulat Yua- 

sef, who has been referred to as a 


figurehead in the actual govern- 
ment of the country under the pro- 
tectorate of France and Spain, has 
taken the initiative in a diplomat- 
ic effort to save the Moroccan peace 
conference. 

Journeying from Rabat to Fez 
in all the pomp of the former 
eastern potentates, the Sultan sum- 
moned Gen. Simon, head of the 
French delegation, and in . thé 
words of an official communique, 
“exposed to the general his views 
and desires in the present nego- | 
tiations.”’ 

“He wants to see peace reign in 
all Morocco, and feels that peace 
can be cealized without any preju- 
dice to his aqwn sherifian power 
and sovereignty,” the communique 
said. “The Sultan added that his 
own desires were also those of all 
the Moroccan population.” 

This is interpreted as a request 
from the Sultan that the Franco- 
Spanish delegations cease to insist 
upon the banishment of Abd-el- 
Krim, the Riffian chief, and that 
the Sultan is willing that Krim re- 
main in the Riff. Thig would re- 
move one of the most delicate and 
bitterly disputed clauses in 
peace terms to come up at Oujda,

San Francisco Sister Tabloid, 
the “Herald,” Suspends 


A receiver appointed by United 
States District Judge McCormick 
late yesterday took over the Iilus- 
trated Daily News, the tabloid es- 
tablished here in September, 1923, 
by Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., as his 
first nefspaper-publishing venture. 

The receiver, Meredith P. Snyder, 
former Mayor of Loé@ Angeles and 
local financier, was appointed by 
the court after a conference be- 
tween attorneys and representa- 
tives of the newspaper. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was not present. 
He is in New York but his repre- 
sentatives here said that a state- 


ment would be forthcoming from 
him in a few hours. 


RECEIVERSHIP UNCONTESTED 

The receivership was uncontest- 
ed. At about 1 p.m. Attorneys 
Young & Young, representing the 
Vanderbilt Newspapers, Inc., filed 
a bill of complaint in equity with 
the court in which the Illustrated 
Daily News Publishing Company, 
Inc., was named defendant. 

The complaint asked the court 
to appoint a receiver for the news- 
paper to save its assets. It set 
forth that the paper's assets were 
approximately $1,943,000 and its 
Hiabilities about $1,000,000. The 
papers circulation was given as 
82,000 and the value of the plant 
at 1257 South Los Angeles street 
was set at $165,000. ~ 

The complaint stated further 
that the plaintiff corporation, in- 
corporated in Delaware, had ad- 
vanced approximately $1,000,000 
to the newspaper from November 
1, 1923, to April 30, last, and that 
no further credit could be ob- 
tained for the newspapers. In six- 
ty days, the complaint sets forth, 
a payment of $45,000 would be- 


To conserve its asvets and to 
protect all parties, the complaint 
requested that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take over the plant and 
the paper's other properties. 


PAPER JOINS 

The complaint evoked an imme- 
diate anewer from Atrorneys Dock- 
weiler, Dockweiler & Finch, repre- 
senting the newspaper. The an- 
swer admitted every contention 
contained in the complaint . and 
joined in the petition for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. ; 

A brief conference between the 
court, attorneys and the repre- 
sentatives of the paper followed. 
At its conclusion Judge MeCor: 
mick signed the order appointing 
Mr. Snyder as receiver for the 
property and set his bond at $100,- 
000. The order stated that the 
receiver was appointed in order 
that the “interest of all parties will 
be conserved” and “to preserve the 
assets of the corporation.” 

Douglas Churchill, vice-president 
of the corporation, made no state- 
ment for publication, 


WILL, CONTINUE 

The instructions to the receiver 
are that the newspaper be pub- 
lished regularly, but he is granted 
“all authority usually granted a re- 
ceiver” and this is taken to mean 
that he can suspend publication 
and liquidate the assets if he finds 
such action advisable and the court 
approves.

We are told that the physi- 
cal development of the rat ig thirty to one, 
as compared with children; that a rat one 
month old is equal in physical develop- 
ment to a child of two and one-half years 
and that the mental developmeng of the 
rat is probably fifty to one, as compared 
with man.

American Specialists Are 
Abreast of Europeans 


American specialists {n diseases 
of the brain and nervous system 


are fully as far advanced in their 
line as the spécialista of Europe. 
according to B. Brouwer, profes- 
sor of neurology of the University 
of Amsterdam, Holland, who is at 
the Biltmore. 

Dr. Brouwer is in this country 

to lecture on neurology. He has 
spoken at John Hopkins Untver- 
sity in Baltimore, also at Colum- 
bia and before the New York 
Medical Society in New York. He 
will address the California Medical 
Society at Dakland and the Acad- 
emy of Medicine at San Fran- 
cisco, during his visit on the 
Coast, and on his way back east 
will lecture at the Mayo Hospital! 
in Rochester, Minn. 
“TT am not informed as to the 
attainments of American 
Clans in other lines than my own 
specialty,” said Dr. Brouwer. “But 
in neurol , you have a number 
of specialipts that rank as high 
as any in Europe. You have not 
advanced quite so far as tne Eu- 
ropeans in the establishment of 
clinics devoted exclusively to dis- 
enses of the brain and nervous sys- 
tem. But in research and in de- 
vising methods of treatment you 
are ahead of us.” 

Dr. Brouwer has specialized in 
researches tracing the nerve fila- 
ments of the retina of the eye to 
thelr origin in the Brain. Through 
the knowledge thus gained Euro- 
pean physicians are now able to 
locate brain lesions or tumors with 
greater certainty than before ba- 
cause the defect in the brain is 
usually accompanied by a cor- 
responding defect in sight. 

“Through the efforts of twe 
French investigators, Sicard and 
Forester, treatment of spinal tu- 
mors also has been greatly facili- 
tated,” said Dr. Brouwer. “It used 
to be dificult to obtain X-ray pho- 
tographs of such tumors, The new 
treatment involves the injection of 
Mpiodol, a liquid produced from 
iodine, into the spinal column. 
The flow of this liquid is obstruct- 
ed by a espinal tumor and the lo- 
cation of the tumor is then indi- 
cated on the X-ray picture as a 
shadow produced by the accumula- 
tien of lipiodol.”’

PLAY IS PRODUCED 


“Amaranth, the Chinese Flower 
of Mystery,” is the title of a one- 
act play which was given its pre- 
miere last night at the Pasadena 
Community Playhouse. 

It, marks the debut of Conley 
Kenney as a playwright, and, in 
view of the success attending her 


first venture, there is reason to be- 
lieve she has started her career 
under most favorable circum- 
stances. Conley Kenney is the pen 
name of Mrs, Seer A. Keeney of 
this city. 

As the name implies, the locale 
of “Amaranth” is laid in China, 
the mysterious, Celestial empire 
into whose psychological atmos- 
phere so few white people can en- 
ter. 

The authoress appears to have 
eclipsed the creators of “The Mi- 
kado” and “Madam Butterfly” in 
the understanding of the orienta: 
character. 

The delicate touch with which 
the paints the problem of the 
adaptation of the oriental mind to 
eccidental conceptions demon- 
strates a period ef sojourn in the 
Far East that gave her a profound 
insight into the lives of the better 
class of Chinese. 
~ Their. exterior imitation of our 
mode of thought may deceive the 
uninitiated, she maintains, but i 
does not hide the inner adheren 
of traditional influences from» the 
[psychologist and ethnologist. 

The matronly social leader and 
mother of the play who has em- 
braced Christianity on the author- 
ity of the American mfssionary 
still] clings to her ancestral idols 
-(an attitude so frequently found 
in the Afriean and Asiatic mind) 
where imported ideas are adopted 
om the say-so of religious enthu- 
siasta. 

The daughter who breezes into 
the picture fresh from a college 
education in the Ufflted States 
shows the deper inhalation of Oc- 
cidental ethics which sweep her 
at once into a position of individ- 
valistic personality. For this the 
mother relinquishes both her old 
and new religion in & compromise 
to the ancient custom of “giving 
in the blood of her 
blood, 

_ conscientious portrayal of 
Ch customs and flowery lan- 
guage betrays a knowledge of Chi- 
na and Chinese social codes which 
have rarely been presented on the 
American stage with such vivid 
coloring. 

The selection of the cast en- 
hanced the beauty of the theme 
and ite motif, for not even in the 
Chinese theaters could a more ef- 
fective environment have been cre- 
ated to surround the production 
with a native element of reality. 

While the play may put & 
damper on the enthusiasm of home 


propaganda in the “field afar,” the 
visualization of the truthful effect 
crowning their fervent. efforte 
should open the eyes of the Ameri- 
can people to the more sober ob.

Seaman’s Death 
Starts Inquiry 
in Naval Circles 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SAN DIEGO, May 3.—Death of 
Dewey C. Biyckert, a seaman of 
the local destroyer force, which oc- 
curred Mate Saturday night and 
resulted from burns received in a 
still explosion aboard the John 
Francis Burns, has opened the 
doors for an official naval investi- 
gation to determine the extent of 
illicit distilling in the loéal destroy- 
er fleet. Two boards were con- 
vened today in the destroyer, a 
board of inquest to investigate de- 
tails of the explosion which result- 
ed in Blyckert’s death, and anoth- 
er to investigate the situation with 
regard to the use of stills through- 
out the force. | 

Blyckert, who was attached to 
the William Jones, was aiding in 
operating the still on the Burns, 
which was moored alongside the 
Jones. Five other sailors are said 
to have been in the fire room 
watching the aperation of the still 
when the blow torch that provided 
the heat for the distilling opera- 
tion exploded. 

Blyckert was enveloped in flames 
from head to foot, but none of the 


others received injury. He was) 


taken to the naval hospital, where 
little hope was beld out for his 
life.
